ing as it does of so many naval dis- 
tricts, navy yards, outlying naval sta- 
tions, radio stations, radio compass 
stations, material inspection bureaus, 
recruiting offices, etc. To efficiently 
govern such an organization in con- 
junction with the fleet requires a high- 
ly developed centralized office. 
We 


have such an office in the Navy De- 
partment at Washington. 
This is di- 


vided into eight technical bureaus, the 
Marine Corps Headquarters, and the 
Office o£ the Judge Advocate General ! 
of the Navy. Each of these ten divis- ' 
ions has cognizance over certain ac- 
tivities in the 
navy, requiring 
the 


presence of a large staff of specialists 
in Washington. These specialists ara 
both civilian and naval, the civilians 
being civil service 
appointees 
and 


permanent and the naval personal be- 
ing transient.

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Federal Tax Reduction 


("The tax program of the treasury has not yet been finally 


'determined," writes Secretary Mellon, in a recent letter to a 
congressman. "I hope, however, that if congress does not make 
any extraordinary expenditures, a reduction in the burden of 
taxation can be made." 


The public entertains similar hope, no less ardently than 


the secretary of the treasury. It is encouraged in such hopes by 
the statement of Senator Smoot, head of the senate finance 
committee that he believes it possible to cut the federal income 
tax on small incomes and large ones alike, to the extent of 
£500,000,000 a year on the same condition—that congress 
shall refrain from "extraordinary expenditures" in the com- 
ing session.

word, however, as they recognize, rests not with financial ex- 
perts, but with congress, which has the power to spend public 
money regardless of income and, temporarily at least, regard- 
less of the public will. 


If taxpayers are in earnest about having their "heavy taxes 


reduced, they will have to bring heavy pressure to bear, imme- 
diately and persistently, on their senators and representatives, 
to hold expenditures down to the regular and necessary ap- 
propriations. If, on the other hand the taxpayers want a bonus 
bestowed on the war veterans, and want new and costly en- 
terprises embarked on by the government, that is their"own 
business, and they should inform their law-makers accord- 
ingly. 


The essential thing is that both congress and the public shall 


know precisely what they are doing, in any particular program 
of expenditure, and shall be prepared to pay present taxes or 
higher taxes if expenditures are allowed to exceed the regular 
budget.

Negro Infant Mortality 


The infant mortality rate among negroes in this country is 


'108 per 1000 live births. The rate for white infants is 72 per 
'1000. Both rates are far higher than they should be, consider- 
ing all that is now known about the care of babies and the 
prevention of their death. 


All that is known, however, is not yet practiced. Poverty is 


the babies' greatest enemy. -Ignorance goes hand in hand with 
poverty. Hospital clinics and public baby dispensaries are do- 
ing much to combat poverty and ignorance. The places where 
information is freely given out as to what constitutes good care 
for a mother before and during childbirth, and what consti- 
tutes good care for the baby, are becoming more numerous 
and more accessible than formerly to the persons who-need 
such teaching. 


Miss Grace Abbott, chief of the federal children's bureau, 


believes that the negro infant mortality will, be reduced one- 
half in the next decade. Such marked progress, however will 
be dependent on many other things such as,the better housing 
of negroes in northern communities and better school and 
health work among n.egroes in southern sections. The negro 
problem has long ceased to be sectional; it is national, and 
the health of the people of that race is not separable from the 
health of the whites. 


Armistice Day Flags 


A well-intentioned mayor in a town now planning its Arm- 


istice Day celebration suggested that only the United States 
flag be carried in the parade. To which the local American -Le- 
gion Post made answer: 


"We, the undersigned, a committee of the American Legion, 


in charge of the parade are unable to understand why this 
should be done. 


"While we love and honor our flag and are doing all in our 


power to promote a general feeling of devotion to Old Glory, 
we cannot lose sight of the fact that the men who fought un- 
der the colors of other nations, helped make victory possible 
in the great world conflict, the ending of which we are cele- 
brating on this day. We would therefore,, hesitate to do or say 
anything that would cause one of these (our brothers in arms) 
to feel that we were in any way responsible for the sugegstion 
referred to." 


The Post's feeling in this matter is easily understood. Any- 


one who remembers.the thrill of seeing the flags ofythe Allies 
displayed together during the war, knows that love and respect 
for the Stars and Stripes are not lessened by paying due honor 
to the flags of other lands.

Dy GARRET SMITH 
AD a group of Cuban gen- 
tlemen 
presented 
them- 


selves a.tittle over "twenty 
years ago to the officials at 


Washington and announced that 
they were a commercial mission, 
sent by their government to plead 
with the United States not to enact 
a tariff law that would financially 
cripple their country, we would 
have been as nmazed as would have 
been the men of a previous genera- 
tion had such a mission presented 
Itself from Japan. Yet such a mis- 
sion came from Cuba recently and 
was received by the State Depart- 
ment with the consideration due 
representatives of one of America's 
best International customers and 
most harmonious neighbors. 


Cuba In lesser degree parallels 


Japan as a sleeper who awoke sud- 
denly to a state of surprising ac- 
tivity. Japan was a giant who had 
slumbered In ancient barbarism for 
thousands 
of years. 
Cuba has 


proven herself a little giant whose 
sleep of medievalism lasted four 
centuries. 


The history of what went beforo 


Cuba's awakening, during those 400 
dark years of Spanish misrule, Is a 
closed book to most .Americans, 
though one of the most romantic 
pages In the world's annals. 


Whatever maybave, been the ro- 


mance In Cubs'* existence under 
Spain, It Is a story of rrilsrule large- 
ly 
through 
oppressive 
taxation, 


hampering her" economic develop- 
ment and fomenting political dis- 
turbances. 


Although couched- in very diplo- 


matic and carefully phrased lan- 
guage, the Cuban Commercial Mis- 
sion's case, as presented to the Sen- 
ate 'Finance Committee through the 
State Department, -,vas a plea foe 
the United .States not. to repeat 
:hroufrh 111 considered tariff legisla- 
tion the mistakes made centuries 


by Spain. The mission pointed 


out that sugar is Cuba's main fle- 
pendance, not only, for economic and 
Industrial welfare but a is a for ;-c- 


lltlcal stability and that a burden- 
some American tariff would de- 
stroy her chief market for that 
product and place both the Cuban 
people • and 
their government In 


jeopardy of bankruptcy; 


Cuba's story Is of peculiar Inter- 


est now as a background for the 
center stage position In the com- 
mercial world which her financial, 
Industrial 
and political troubles 


have placed her since the collapse 
of the sugar market and the conse- 
quent financial depresslon.In the Is- 
land. The story of her struggle for 
Independence Is. a story of struggle 
against-oppressive taxation. It !s 
the basis of theaargument of Ameri- 
can business men against the GO per 
cent-Increase In the tariff on Cuban 
sugar. 


Remote as Cuba seemed during 


those four centuries under Spain, 
the warp and woof of .her annals 
and her destiny were from the start 
closely Interwoven with those of 
the United States, through whose 
aid she finally awoke to full realiza- 
tion of her latent possibilities. To 
begin, with, Cuba was among the 
discoveries of Columbus on his first 
voyage In 1492, and that great navi- 
gator went to his death believing 
that In Cuba he had found the main- 
land he sought, the continent on 
which was later built our republic. 
And Cuba, like the United States, 
was first settled by Spaniards. And 
to Cuba, as to the American colo- 
nies, came the English to give the 
first Impetus toward political free- 
dom and modern progress, though 
with Cuba the leaven was weaker 
and slower in the working. 
To 


Cuba, too, came the Irish, the 
French' to mix their-strains with 
the original ^nck. though in Cuba, 
unlike Ainpj-ii-:i, the Spanish blood 
continued .to predominate. 


In 1523 she took upon herself the 


same"vexatious problem'that for so 
many years plagued America when 
she began the African slave trade. 
She had her Indian problem, too. 
For a time she enslaved these ab- 
origines, but she seems 10 have 
solved her r-"oblem early by eman- 
cipating them !a ISM.

The sixteenth and the early part 


of the seventeenth centuries were 
a period of tyrannical oppression 
and unjust taxation for Cuba, ac- 
companied almost continuously by 
wild romantic violence. Brigandage 
reigned ashore, smuggling and pi- 
racy on the sea. There was .an al- 
most unbroken series of Insurrec- 
tions against Spanish tyranny and 
of struggles between factions. 
It 


was during this period that English 
and French pirates began and- con- 
tinued their reign of terror on the 
Spanish Main. The disastrous eco- 
nomic rule of Cuba was a breeder 
of privateering and smuggling. 


In 17G2 came Cuba's 3>-3t real 


tentative step forward. In that year 
th.e British stormed and captured 
Havana. The city was returned to 
Spain in exchange for the Floridas 
a year Inter, but the progressive 
'organizing genius of the British 
had'left Its influence. 
They had 


opened and developed the port of 
Havana and given a new Impetus to 
Cuban commerce. They Inspired In 
Cubuns the desire ior jioiitiear free- 


dom. Cuba demanded and obtalne* 
special privileges which for a time 
she retained after her capital city 
was returned to Its old masters. In 
that year really began Cuba's mod- 
ern history. 


During 
the remainder 
of the 


eighteenth century and through the 
early nineteenth century the island 
enjoyed a succession of liberal gov- 
ernors. The turmoil of European 
war had practically cut Cuba off 
from the mother country during 
this period and left her almost In- 
dependent. 


Plotting for actual Independence 


began with the adoption of the 
Spanish constitutional government 
of 1812. 
Even then the close tie 


with the new government of the 
United*- States of America was rec- 
ognized In Cuba. The question of 
her annexation to the United States 
was freely agitated. Liberal changes 
In this semi-detached colony of 
Spain developed further and fur- 
ther. One of Its manifestations WHS 
the abolition of ths ulavg trade In 
1820. 


1 In 1825, however, reaction set In, 
.just as u had a generation or more 
j before under the British rule of th-j 
American colonies. 
The captains 


generafof Cuba received arbitrary 
powers and a new reign of tyranny 
and discord began. 


In 1834 the Spanish constitution 


was proclaimed In Cuba without the 
governor's consent and was prompt- 
ly suppressed. The climax of this 
period came In 1844 with a bloody 
persecution of the negroes for a 
supposed plot of rebellion against 
Spain Involving the alleged ambi- 
tions of Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States to annex the Island. 


From 1S20 on Cuba had been get- 


ting more and more Involved In In- 
ternational affairs concerning par- 
ticularly Spain, the United States, 
England, France, Colombia 'and 
Mexico. 
. 


. In 1850, during the time that 
the slavery question was embroil- 
ing the 'United States In discord, 
Cuba became Involved seriously In 
the same problem. During that year 
proslavery Interests in the United 
States advocated* annexation. Presi- 
dents Pierce and Buchanan vainly 
sought such union. From 1840 to 
1S31.> there were three abortive fili- 
bustering expeditions to Cuba from 
the-United States. From 1850 to 
1868 there was a steady conflict be- 
tween the liberals and'the1 reaction- 
aries, centering around the_connlv- 
ance of the captains general- In Ille- 
gal slave trade. 
•• • 


Then as the-slavery question had 


culminated in war In the United 
States It reached the same climax In 
Cuba only a little later with the Ten 
Years' War beginning in -1-S6S,- the 
rebels 
combining 
;two 
.factions 


against Spain. The reformists de- 
manded -action against corruption 


! and unjust taxation and slavery :and 
j reccffnltlon of equalltj tetw«ea ti« j 


Spaniards bom In Spain and the 
Creoles. 
Separatists favored the 


same reforms, but went a step far- 
ther In advocating complete separa- 
tion from Spain, some favoring In- 
dependence and others annexation 
with the United States. It was a 
bloody and destructive war, and In- 
tervention by the United States was 
sought and expected, but It failed 
to materialize. The war ended with 
the rebels accepting the terms de- 
manded, 
Including 
abolition 
of 


slavery and colonial' autonomy. It 
was J.8S6, however, 
before 
the 


slaves were all emancipated, and in 
1S93 equal civil status for blacks 
and whites was declared. 


The Spanish constitution of 1870 


was proclaimed In Cuba In 18S1, but 
the changes effected were only nom- 
inal and superficial. The struggle 
kept on until It culminated In the 
final Insurrection of 1895, which 
ended with American Intervention 
and in the Spanish-American war 
of 1898. 
How America cleaned up 


Cuba, reorganized Its government 
and put It on a truly modern basis 
during her military'rule of the Is-_ 
land from 1899 to 1902 and again" 
during the occupation from 1906 to 
1909 is -familiar history to every 
one. It'was America's final recog- 
nition of a common bond' between 
herself and the Island people at her 
gate. 


Cuba last came conspicuously in- 


to International limelight when she 
promptly followed her foster moth- 
er Into the W-orld War and trained 
her little army for service abroad. 


Today we are faced with the 


questions presented by the Cuban 
Commercial Mission. We must de- 
cide .whether we shall continue our 
historic tie In the spirit of the past 
by liberal tariff laws and continue 
te-develop eur prosperous Irade re-

Up to- the departure of Spain's 


army from Havana In 1S99 sections 
of the old city wall several Mocks 
In length, extending through tha 
heart of the town, still remained la- 
tact. 
Only one small* piece re- 


mains today, however, of the work 
that was begun In 1633 and not 
completed until 1740. 


Near the landing place at the foot 


of O'Reilly street still stands tha 
fortress La Fuera, on whose draw-

Denby of the Navy Department, who 
jointly with former Secretary Fall of 
the Interior Department signed the 
lease of the Teapot 
Dome naval oil 


reserve to the Sinclair interests, was 
called as a witness today before the 
Senate public-lands committee in its 
investigation of the lease. 


Former Secretary Fall, who, ns the 


first witness, declared the lease had 
been of great benefit to the govern- 
ment, emphasized before the commit- 
tee that Secretary Denby had been in 
entire accord with him as to all pro- 
visions of the lease and in the view 
that development of the field was es- 
sential to protect the government from 
further loss through drainage of oil. 


Secretary Denby told the committee 


he had initiated the transfer of 
the 


control of all naval reserves from the 
navy to the Interior Department. He 
read- letters showing that it was his 
opinion that the custody of the oil 
lands property belonged.to tho Interior 
Department, among them one to the 
President in which he stated that Sec- 
retary Fail would give his best efforts 
"to conserve underground as much oil 
as possible." 


The officer in charge of the Navy bu- 


reau which had supervision of the re- 
serves opposed the transfer, Secretary 
Denby said, and in replying to ques- 
tions by Senator Walsh, Democrat, 
Montana, he said the proposal had not 
been submitted to the General Board of. 
the Navy or the council of the bureau 
chiefs for recommendations, and that 
he could not give the committee the 
name of any naval 
officer 
who 
ap- 


proved it. 


"When I found that there was seri- 


ous drainage from the naval reserves 
in California and Wyoming, I thought 
the Department of the Interior, being 
fully equipped for handling matters 0"f 
that kind, was the proper department 
to handle the situation for the navy," 
he said. "I therefore asked .Secretary 
Fall if he would handle the reserves 
for the Navy Department. When he 
agreed to do so we discussed the pro- 
posed transfer with the President and 
obtained his approval. 
An executive 


order making the transfer was then 
prepared for his'signature." 


"Could the President in your opinion 


by executive order divest you- of the 
direction of naval affairs and confer 
them upon another Cabinet 
officer?" 


asked Senator Walsh. 


"I do not know how far the Presi- 


dent's authority as commander-in- 
chief of the Army and Navy would- go 
in such a ma.l.ter," answered Secretary- 
Denby.
